T waa alone, and if I was injured we wonld be at 
tha marey of tha wind and wares. “Just after 
dork: T told thia fellow to go sud wash himself. 
T don't know what he said, bnt ho surely did not 
obey ay order. I sprang forward and slappod 
his face and told him to obay the order. Ho 
turned upon m6 like » wild bonst. My right hand 
‘was disabled through a previous injury, and 
T could “not: hit him, After a struggle I 
fried myzolf, and he ran into thy foreosatle, I 
ordered the stewstd’to go in’and got him and 
put him in irons. Ho went in jid-then ran out 
again, saying that the may tried to kil] bim. The 
craw wore crowding around-andacted a9 though 
they wore ready for any misobiel,  £ was scared;

spirit in tha. world, leading the qwell-to.da 
olasses to take an interest in the welfare of 
their working brethres and to. sympathise 
with their sufferings, The paverty of which 
we bave heard ao much during the last 
few months is, moreover, covfined for 
the most. part to what bavdé been: not in- 
aptly: termed industrial outcnsts, With the 
growth in tho ‘well-being of the working 
classes there has been a growth in their in- 
telligenca and a large development of the 
principle of organiastion, leadwg-to the 
establishmant of trades unions and benefit 
societies, Allowing that the operations of 
the trades unions have. frequently been 
turned into mistaken channels, it muat be 
conceded that their general tendunoy ‘has 
been unmistakably for good, But while the 
organisations to which wo bave referred have 
improved the status of those within their 
pale they have placed at a greater digadvant- 
age than before those who do net belong to 
thew, the industrial outcasts aa they are 
called. Thes¢ also have a right to work, and 
live, and share in the general well-being. 
To discover by what re-arrangement without 
subversion ‘of the social ayatem this may be 
brought about ie a problem which merits the 
attention of the highest statesman, 


Allowing, howavor, that poverty haa vot 
been wholly extirpated by thy vast increase 
iw the working ‘power of the world that hap 
resulted from the use of steam, the fact re. 
mains -that in those portions of the: world 
where steam power bas been freely adopted 
the general wealth has been vastly increased, 
and the working classes enjoy a very ap- 
preciable share of the increase, . To'.the 
European reader thia-will appear auch a self 
evident truth os hardly.to require stating, but 
itis one which may with advantage be urged 
on our Chinese readers, aud especislly.on the 
conductors of the native Press, who by their 
inflaence mny do much to prepare the way 
for the general adoption of the usa of steam 
power iv the Celestial.

HALIFAX EXCITED, 


Halifax (N. §.), Desember 8th.—Intense 
excitement prevails among the military officers 
to-night ovor what appears to be a deliberate 
attempt to blow up the gon-cotton tank on 
Georges island. Double guards are patrolling, 
the fortifications and ordera given to watch 
tho wharves for men atiempting to land and 
to searcb all vessels in the harbor. It has 
been snowing all night,so that it-is impossi- 
ble to see more than a few yarda ahead. - 


In the center of Hailfax harbor stands 
Georges island. It is one of the most strong- 
ty fortified places in the world. Tt commands 
the city and sweeps the entrance to the har- 
bor and the northwest arm. It ia sure de- 
struction to any: warship attempting to enter 
Halifax, havivg many heavy guns, and upon 
itis stored the largest portion of the ewr- 
moons supplies of torpedees, gan-cotton, pow- 
der, shells and ‘other munitions of war, of 
whioh Halifax is the depot. :

The island is nbout an acre in extent. On 
its ‘northeast shore is sunk large tank, in 
which soveral tons of gun-ootton are atored— 
enongh to blow all Halifax to pieces. No 
one ig nllowed upon or in the vicinity of tho 
island upon any protonae, except when on 
duty, Ingthe midst of .tho snowstorm, 
at 10 o'olodt to-night, the daughter of the 
sergeant in chargo’ thought, ahe hoard meu 
talking.

It says of the discoveries thot if anticipa 
tions at preseut ontertained aré, ‘realized, 
they will prove of the ‘yrontest importance 
not otily to Wales, but to tho whole country, 
The discovery has been made in Mawdach 
valloy about five miles from Dolgelly, 
Merionethshire.". The workmen driving into 
one of the hills, of which Coder Ideris is the . 
most conspicuous, have pierced a lode of 
qunrtz extraordinarily rich in gold and there 
ia every indication of the presence of 
gold-boaring strata to. an almost in. 


definite extent. Tha fortanate owner: of 
the propetty ia Willi. Pritchard Mor- 
gan. Morgan has long had connection 
with gold mining in Australia, and abont 
fonr yerra ago formed the inipresaion that 
gold probably eriated in the place where 
it has now beon found. Having: mnde 
“some experimenta he decided four or, five 
‘wiontha since to begin systomatio opera- 
tions, He engaged 100 ‘mon ‘nnd sot thom 
to work to drivo a tunnel into the side of 
_ the hill, about half-way ‘ahoye the lovel of 
the river which flows throngh the valley, and 
after penetrating 170 foot thay came upon a 
vein of quartz, in specimens of which gold 
eould be plainly soen, The tunvel had atrack 
the lode dingonally, and lias now been carried 
across.jt far a distance of eighty feet.
